Death of William Faust. 


To W illiam Faust death came at 
10:20 o’clock last night, Monday, July 
9, 1900, not as a grim specter, nor as an 
unexpe ted or unwelcome visitor: but 
as a messenger from a brig hte r world, 
charged with an invitation to a re u n ­ 
ion with loved ones gone before. 
For 
more than two years his hea lth had 
been more or less rapidly failing from 
Bright s disease of the kddnoys, and 
the inevitable end was patiently aw ait­ 
ed by one who was from the first thoro. 
ly prepared for the change. 
W m. Faust born Sept. 
15, 
1827, in 
the vicinity o I Philadelphia, Penn. He 
came west in 1850, settling in Daven­ 
port, la., whore, on July 12th, 1 *58, he 
was united in m a rria g e to Miss Malissa 
McCullouch, who died three years ago 
last December. 
They moved to Dixon in 1802, where 
the rem ainder of their useful lives 
was spent. 
Mr. Faust enlisted as a private in 
Co. F, 1st Regt., U .S . Veteran Volun- 
unteer Engineers, and was later trans­ 
ferred to tbe 75th 
111. 
Inf., serving 
three years in ail. 
He was a cooper by 
trade, a hard-working, hoae-t, indus­ 
trious, noble man, beloved as a ir.o>t 
kina and affectionate 
husband and 
father. 
Five children were born to 
him, ail living: 
Mrs. Alice M. Shel­ 
don, Beatrice. Neb.: M arg aret E., R a­ 
cine, Wis.: William H , Belle Plaine. 
Iowa: Mrs Grace B. Pond aad Harry 
A . of this city. 
T he funeral services will be held to­ 
morrow (W ed n esd a y), Juiy 11th, from 
the Faust residence, 
North O ttaw a 
avenue, at 2 o'clock p. m. and from the 
Baptist churcb, Rev. Spencer officiat­ 
ing, ot 2:30 o'clock. 
The burial ser­ 
vices will be in c ha rg e of Dixon Poet 
299, G. A. It., of which the deceased 
was a member. 
Besides his own family who are call­ 
ed upon to mourn the loss of a kind and 
diligent father, a sister ant. a brother 
of Wilmington, Delaware, and hia sis­ 
ter-in-law, Mrs. S. M. Ade,

Fn til recently the California people 
did not know how to cure 
lemons. 
The fruit 
was never 
acid 
enough. 
There would be plenty of juice, but it 
contained a high percentage of sugar 
and a small percentage of acid, whi: h 
made it unmarketable. 
A few years ago the lemon-grow^rs 
clubbed together and sent experts over 
to Italy ami Spain to learn the busi­ 
ness, 
and now 
they are 
producing 
much better results. 
They pick the fruit before it be­ 
gins to turn yellow, and put it in a 
curing house, where it is kept at an 
even temperature of about fifty 
de­ 
grees for 
about tw enty 
days, which 
dispenses with all the sugar. 
it is then removed to another tem ­ 
perature for sixty days more before it 
is ready for the market. 
Thus the 
highest degree of acid and the largest 
degree of juice can be obtained. 
One 
of the curious effects of this 's w e a t­ 
ing” oroeess is to reduce the thickness 
j of the skin. 
It originally grows thick 
| ami tough, but the acid evidently eats 
it up.
